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' Te MN Tribes,

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That the Tartars are the Ten Tribes, 
who were carried Captives, and 
tranſplanted by the 
ASSYRIANS. 


HAT is become of 
thotoTba Tribes, 
> who yerec ſubdu- 
ed and carried 


Captives by the Av ian ; and whe- 
ther they live and hold together 
as a People apart, or by themlelves, 
or are confuſed with other Nati- 
ons, and where they are, is often 


queſtioned by Divines, but not re- 
A. 5 ſolved 
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folved, for ought I know, with a- 
ny reaſonable probability. That 
they have loſt their name, and the 
diſtintion of their Tribes, is more 
then probable; for that no Nation 
of the World are called 1/rael, and 
ſo divided by their Tribes at this 
day, as anciently they were called. 
Neither was there cauſe why the 
diſtintion of their Tribes ſhould 
be continued, ſecins that the end 
for which this people are diſperf- 
ed by God himſelf, is fully paſſed, 
and accompliſhed long agoe. 

For that men might know where 
to look for that bleſſcd Seed, it 
pleaſed God to Ele&t one Nation 
of all the World, and out of that 
Nation one tribe or kindred, and 
out of that Tribe, one houſe or 
family,” whereof the 2:ſras ſhould 
be born, teaching in the -Fleſh ; 
who being now come, there is no 
cauſe why the diſtintion of their 
Tribes fhould ſtill continue. One- 
ly the Fews or Tribe of 7«dah re- 
tain their name, but are ſo com- 
mixed with that of Benjamin, as 
that they are, and long have been 
call- 
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ed by one: name; fo that neither 
the Benjamites,nor theFews cantell of 


whether Tribe they came. But that The 10 
theſe 1ſraelir:ſþ ten Tribes are ſome- 7719s pre«

where extant, and by Gods Provt {G, 
dence, as a People kept intirely and fuſed with 
inconfuled with other Nations, -is other Nati» 


plain by this. 

For that they were not quite des 
ſtroyed,no,nor diſpeopled,but onely 
captived and tranſplanted by the 
Aſſyrians ;, and becauſe all Iſrael 
(whereby is meant . the whole - Nati- 
on) ſhall be called fo the acknows 
lrdgment of Feſms Chriſt to- be the 
Meſſ:as, olong expeRed, and yer 
refuled by that People when he 
camc. | 

Which General Calling cannot 
be true,.cxcept thoſe Tribes be ſtill- 
continuing and ſomewhere extant 
in.the World, to be conjoyned and” 
re-united into one Nation, as once 
they were. 

As for thoſe other 2 Tribes, to- 
wit, of F#4ah and the other of Ben- 
jamin, which for their notable in- 
fidelity and contempt of Gods Son, 
are made a ſpeRacle to the World,, 
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and plagued by God with this fo 
horrible a defolation and diſperſion 
through the World, It is well 
known both where they are, and 
bow they live, not diftinguiſht by 
their Tribes, nor yet united into 
one Polity or Community among{t 
themſelves, but diffuſed ( though 
not confuſed ) and difperied in 
{mall numbers here and there, de- 

wed of all, fave their name, which: 

y retain, and that: rather for a 
veproach, than. for an: honor, and 
eſtwaation. in: thoſe places where 
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they live, that they may be- known. 


by other Nations to- be that Peo- 
ple, whom God hath puniſht and 
rejected for that fin, in: ſo rejet- 
ing the Son of God, but will re- 
ccive and call again, for bis own 
mercy and promiſe ſake. A thing 
exemplary to the World, as well 
of the rigour- and ſeverity of Gods 
Juſtice, which, he would have ob- 
ferved and marked by all, but cf- 
pecially by the Chriſtian States 
wherein they hve, leaſt for the like. 
inhdelity and contempt, they pro- 
cure vato themfelves the like Judg- 
ment, 
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ment ; and alſo of that his infinite 
mercy in preſerving that _ 
from commixture, and confuſion 
with other Natious ; that the truth 
and certainty of his Word may ſo 
be known, when they ſhall be call- 
cd to the publick knowledge and 
profeſſion of Jeſus Chriſt, as by his 
Apoſtle he hath foretold, and will 
perform in-due time. 

But theſe other Tribes, where- 
of we fpcak, which were not maſſa- 
cred nor extirped, but tranſplant- 
ed by the Afyrians, where now 
they ate ; and how they have liv- 
ed ever ſince, and whether they be 
a-ſeveral People, or elfe commix- 
ed with other Nations, is no where 
mentioned either in Heathen or Sa+ 
cred Story, for ought I know ; yet 
is it not hard to find them out, if we 
enquire and ſeck for them, where 
it is likely that they are to be found, 
and truly the likelieſt place to find 
them in, is it not in, or ncar thoſe 
Colonies, where they were planted 
at the firſt ? 

And what I pray you, if we ſhould 
ſeck them among the T artars, who 
are 
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are eſteemed to be the moſt vile 
and barbarous Nation of all the 
World? you will fay, perhaps, a 
thing unworthy and unbeſceming 
that great mercy of God, which 
he vouchſaſed to that People, when 
they were yet his own peculiar ; 
an holy Nation ele&ed by God, 
out of all the Nations in the World 
as if it could not” ſtand with that 
moſt holy and perfe& Juſtice, 1o 
to abaſe a wicked People, and ſo 
rebellious againſt their God, as 
were theſe Iſraelites, though he 
caſt them down from the higheſt 
Heaven, to the loweſt Center of 
diſhonour, even ad T artaros, where- 
by you know, in the Poets phraſe, 
is meant the place of the damned 
fouls, and Hell it ſelf, in refem- 
blance, as may be thought, of like 
ditorder and confuſion of both the 
places. 

As for the conjeQure of ſome 
Divines, that they are the Pcople 
called Alan, it is not only an im- 
probable, but a very abſurd and / 
groſs Opinion. Thele Alan, as all 
men know, bcing a People not of 

Aſia, 
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Aſia, but of Europe, by their 0- 
ther name called Triballi, and this 
paſſage and expedition through one 
Country into another, which was 
to be made through fo many great 
Nations, both of the upper and 
lower Aſia, being impoſſible, at 
leaſt unlikely to be paſſed over by 
all Stories, which ſince have writ- 
ten in every Age. Onely I hear 
the tame affirmed by that Learn- 
ed French-man, Philip Morney Lord 
of Pleſſey, whom I name for ho- 
nour's ſake, as for his Learning, 
and Nobilitie, thrice Renowned ; 
but not confirmed :by any. reaſon, 
fave that which he draws from the 
Notation of the word; for that 
[ Tartar ] in the Syria» Tongue 
ſignifies [_ Remwnants ] or [ Remain- 
ders.”

remained among the Rufſſes, their 
next Neighbours, ſome years ago, 
which if they be not demonſtra- 

tive, 
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tive, yet to me ſeem ſo probable, 
as that | my felf am now perſwa- 
ded, and fully ſettled in that Opi- 


nion, that they are the natural. 


and true Off-ipring and Poſterity 
of thoſe 1/r elites. 

My Firſt Reaſon is, From the 
Place; the place whither they 
were tranſported by the Afſyrians, 
and there planted; as is the man- 
ner of great Conquerors, whenthey 
aſpire unto a great Monarchy, to 
abate the ſpirits of fuch a People 
as may be dangerousto their States, 
and likely otherwiſe to make re- 


volt, as were the 1/raelites, who- 


could not endure a firm Prince to 


break their ſtrength by dividingthem. 


into many parts. 

The Place, I fay, where they 
were tranſplanted, were the Cities 
and Parts of Media, then a Pro- 
vince, and in ſubjeRion to the 4/- 
ſyrians, where they placed} the 
greateſt number, (as by the Story 
may be gathered) the reſt in Ha- 
rak, and by the River Haborm , 
whereof the one is part of Chal- 
daren, The other a River of Me- 

fopotamia, 
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The Ten Tribes. 
ſopotamia, with a Town adjoyning 
. Of the ſame name. The Country 
of Media (as it is deſcribed by Col. 
mographers, but more e{pceially 
by our Merchants and other Tra- 
vellers, who have been there) ly- 
eth about the Cafpian Seas, which 
the Ruſſe calls the Bachnalenchy,, 
an (ly taking away the firſt tyl- 
{able for ſhortneſs ſake, wherewith 
the Sclavoneand the Ruſſe tongues 
are much delighted) Chualenky- 
More. Al which Country lying 
upon -the North-eaft; or Northern 
fide of the Caipian, and Chuatenh y 
to the Hibernian and Northern Sea, 
which contains in it a large Ter- 
ritory by the deſcription of Coſmo- 
graphers, and the report of ſuch as 
have been there,. is now pofleſſed 
and mhabited by the Tirtars, 
and by the confent of all Stories, 
which ſince have written of the 
Aſſyrian and Perſian Monarchy , 
have ſo continued fince Cyr's time; 
who after he had obtained the 
Morarchy, did firſt invade thoſe 
Schythian Shepherds, or Tartar 
people, 200 years or ny 
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ter the 1/reelites deportation, who 
were. grown by that time into a 
great and mighty people. 

For we may not think, neither 
is it likely, that the Aſjrians, who 
were the Monarchs of all the Eaſt, 
would place a conquered and cap- 
tive People in the faireſt Cities of 
all 2edia, and pleaſanteſt places 
of that Country, whichlye onthe 
South and South-weſt part of the 
Bachualensky, or Caifian Sea, 
which by the report . of all ſtories, 
and Travellers who have been there; 
is one of the, ſweeteſt -and fextileſt 
Countrys of all the World ,! and 
beſt repleniſhed with all things ne- 
ceſſary, and delightful, but in the 
remote: and. barren places of that 
Country, which were beyond the 
Casjian Sea, upon the North and. 
North-Eaſt Parts, where thele T ar- 
tar People have had their dwell. 
ing and 'abitations ever fince. As 
for thoſe other 2 Colonies of the 
Iſraelites , which were placed in 
Harak and Habore, they bordered 
both upon the Medians. © So that 
all thele Tribes might calily m_ 
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The Ten Tribes. 
and joyn together , when oppor- 
tunity ſerves their turns, which 
happened unto them not long after, 
when all theſe Provinces of Afe- 
dia, Chaldaran, and Meſopotamia, 
with their Governous, Merodack, 
Bul:4zn and Dejoces, by a defer- 
tion fell away from the Aſyrians 
in the 1cth year of Eſar-haddon: 


And, that theſe Tribes did (not long . 


after reunite themſelves, and joyn 
rogether in one Nation, as they 
were before, being induced partly 
by their own deſires, as diſdaining 
ever to live commixt with other 
people, and partly forced by the 
violence of the Medians, who ex- 
pelled them thence, being but 
ſtrangers, and thruſt upon them by 
the Aſfrians, ſhall appear plainly 
by that which followeth. 


It 
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A Second Reaſon is, From the Fromibe 
names and appellations of their Ci- T_ 
ties and greater Towns, which are tr 
ſcituated upon the Eaſt and North- Cities, 
Eaſt fide of the Bachnalensky, or 
Caffian Sea. 

Theſe Tartar Cities which yet 
are extant , have many of m_ 

the 
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the ſame names, as had thoſe an- 
cient Towns and Cities, which were 
inhabited by the 1/rael:tes, while 
they enjoyed their own Country. 
Their Metropolis or chief City 
(though now deformed . with ma- 
ny Ruins) is Samarchian, which 
hath many Monuments of that Na- 
tion (as they report who have been 
there) where the great Tamerlain, 
who led about in a Golden Chain 
the Turkiſh Emperor called Ba- 
J4azet, had his Seat and place of re- 
fidence. And how little differing 
is Samarchian from Samaria, the 
chicf City of theſe 1ſraelstes, and 
their Seat, and Chamber of their 
Kings? onely differing in termi- 
nation, a - thing uſual! in proper 
names of Men or Ci.vs, when 
they are pronounced in divers lan- 
guages. For what differsthe naune 
of Londres, as it is termined by the 
French, from this of Londen; or 
the Town of Antwerp, from that 
of Arnverſe, or Eaenborough, trom 
Edenburgum? The ſame difference 
may be obſerved m the proper 
names of men and women , both 

in 
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in the front and firſt ſylable, and 


termination of the name, For what 
conſonance hath Maria, or Ma- 
riamne with that Miriam of the 
Hebrews ? or the Engliſh Fames , 
with the Scorrifh Famy , with the 
French Faimes, or the Latine Fa- 
cob ? and yet thefe names are all 
one. They havebefides, the Mount 
Tabor, a great Town and well 
fenced with a ſtrong Fort, fcituate 
upon a high Hill , nothing differ- 
ing in form or name from the Mount 
Tabor of the 1ſraclites, ſoa often 
mentioned in the Scriptures. They 
have a City called Fericho, ſeated 
upon the River Ardece, near the 
Casþ1an, upon the North and North- 
Eaft. "They have Corazen the great 
and the leſs, whereof the leis was 
furpriſed not fong agoe, and taken 
from them, upon whoſe Country 
the Tartar People ſometimes en- 
croach, and he on theirs. This u- 
nivocation of Tartar Cities with 
thoſe of Iſrael, concurring with 
the former reaſon, from the Place 
or Country , whither they were 
ſometime tranſplanted by the 4/- 
ſyrians 
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ſyrians, doth plainly ſhew , that 
the 1ſraelitiſh People have been 
there, and given the names unto 
theſe Cities, as the manner is in all 
places, for the remembrance of | 
their Countrys and dwelling places 
from whence they came, or of the 
Planters, or firſt Founders of the 
Colonies; as of Galatia by the 
Gaules, and the Tyre of Africk,, 
from that of Pherice; the like is 
uled in New Colonies, as Nova 
Francia, Nova Hiiþanica, Nova 
Britannica, St. Domingo, Carthage- 
2a, and other like. 


The manner Theſe Tartar Citics are inhabi- 
of dwelling ted by ſo many as are ſufficient to 
anvrkg defend them Go the Hoſtility of 
Any Ta- the Perſians, and other Borderers. 
But the greater part which are 
commonly called £ v8: vuc9ts or 
Scythian Shepherds, do ſeldome 
come within any City, or ſtanding 
houſes, unleſs it be in Winter-time, 
but abde in Tents, or walking-hou- 
fes, which the Latine writers call 
Veij, which are built and carried 
upon wheels, like Carts and Wag- 

gons. 
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gons. Their manner is in Summer- 
time, when graſs is grown and fit 
for Paſturage, with their herds 
and flocks to march Northward , 
and North-Weſt from the South- 
Eaſt parts, where they continue all 
the Winter, not all together, but 
in their Hoords, and ſeveral Armies, 
under the condu& and dire&ions of 
their Morſoyes, and Divoi-Morſoy- 
es, Which are their Princes and 
Vicegerents under the great Cham, 
their Emperor, and graze along 
by the way as they go, until they 
come to the next ſtage or reſting 
place, where they plant their Ye, 
or Waggon-houſes, and ſo make 
a form of a great City with many 
Streets, there continuing till their 
Cattle have grazed up all. Thus 
they procee by ſmall Stages till 
they arrive at the fartheſt point to- 
wards the North, and then re- 
turn towards the South, and South- 
Eaft parts another way, where their 
Cattel have freſh Paſturage. And 
ſo retiring by ſhort Journeys, by 
the end of Summer they arrive a- 

gain 
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gain into. the South-Eaſt Countrys 
near the Cas;4-:2, in a more mild 
and temperate Climare, where they 
continue all the Winicr, within 
their Cities or Cart-Þouſes, ſet to- 
gether in form and faſhion ofa Town, 
as before was aid. 

My Third Reaſon is from the 


diſtintion diſtintion of their Tribes, (which 


by the Tartar are called Hoords) 
which being united in one Govern- 
ment , und communicable in. all 
things clle, yet may not unite nor 
mixe together by _— 
but keep apart, andavoid-confulion 
of Kinreds , except it be for de- 
fence or publick benefit of the whole, 
they unite themſelves and joyn. to- 
gether as one People. And this 
diviſion of the Nation. into Tribes, 
and without commixtion of their 
Kinreds, which was no where elle 
uſed by any Nation, ſave the 1/rae- 
lites , 1s ſtill obſerved and contin- 
ued among the Tartars moſt reli. 


gouny. 
A Fourth Reaſon is from © the 


number of number of their Tribes, which 


are 10 in all, neither more nor 
lels 
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leſs, as were the Iſraelites. 
Their names are thele. 

1. The Chrime-Tartars , which 
moſt infeſteth the Ruſſe Borders, 
for which reſpe& the chief leaders 
of tiiis Tribe, whom they call Mor- 
foyes, or Divor Morſoyes receive 
their penſion from the Ruſſe, not 
to invade or hurt their Country. 
2. The Second is the Cyeremi/[im. 
3. TheThirdis the Morduit-T artar. 
4- TheFourthis the Nagay; where- 
of the one is the warlikeſt People, 
the other is the cruelleft, and moſt 
laborious of all the reſt, The Fifth 
is the Sebair, whence the Siberes, 
or S:berians, who dwell by the Ri- 
ver Obba, derive their Pedigree, 
andiare therefore reckoned and an- 
numbred to this Tribe. 6. The ſixth 
is the Mecrite-Hoord: 7. The ſe- 
venth is the Shalcan. $8. The eighth 
is the Chercaſſey; the moſt civil 
Tartar of all the reſt, of a comely 
perſon, and much affeRed to be like 
the- Lachiſh or Polonian, in his ha- 
bit, geſture, and whole behaviour; 
by-means whereof ſome number of 
themhave of late received the on 
ian

And that this 1s 
oe true beſides the report of the Ruſſe

digree, it is the opinion of all the 
Hiſtorians, who lived about the time, 
when the Tirk:h Nation invaded 
the upper Aſia, and began to grow 
a great and mighty Monarchy. A- 
mong the reſt, it ſhall not be idle } 
nor impertinent to report here what 
Leanicus Chalcocondilos the Atheni- 
an briefly writes in the beginning 
of his Story, touching the Origine 
Teenie of the Turks. *© It is thought ({aid 
Chalco- © be) that the Tark:ſþ Nation de- 
don, in bj ©rive theirPedigree from the Scythi- 
Turkiſh © ans whoare commonly called the 
Hiſtory . © Tartarians; very probable becauſe 
rom " © they differ very little in tongue

© ple have ſundry times invaded Aſia,

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© at what time the Parthians held

-Thus far 
Leonicus Chalcocondilos in his ſtory 
written in Greek,, wherohe begins 
with the O2uzans the Turkiſh Em- 
perors, afterwards called the Orho- 
manides, about the year of Chriſt 
1294+ But to return, Theſe Scy- 
thian Shepherdsnow called T artars, 
(as by all Stories both Greek, and 
Latine doth appear) have contain- 
cd themſelves in thole Countrys, 
betwixt the Caſpian and Northern 
Seas, ſince Cyrw's time, when for 
their Viory againſt ſo great and 
mighty a Monarch, they began to 
be firſt known and famous with 0- 
ther Nations. 

How long before, it is not re- 
corded by any Story ; but they in- 
habited not that Country which is 
now poſſeſſed by the Tartar, till 
aſter the /ſraelites deportation in- 
to Media, which was 240 years or 
thereabouts, before Cyruz his time, 
as may be collected from the beſt 
and ancicnteſt ſtories.

H15S Diſcourſe may be 
divided into 4 partiti- 
ons. 1. Whether the 
Iſraehites , the ancient 
and true proprietors of the Land 
of Canaan ( by Gods immediate 
promiſe, donation, and their own 
atual poſſeſſion) were driv'n. 
2, Where probably they reſide LO 
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this day,, 3. Whether they ſhall 
retura to their ancient propriety 
in that Land, which is now be- 
come part of the Txrk:ſb Domini- 
ons. 4. When thall be the time 
of their reſtitution. 

As to this diſquiſition I ſhall 
firft conſider the ſtate of - the ten 
Tribes, and then glance vpon the 
two Tribes, remaining in the Land 
for a while ater the diſperſion of 
the former. 
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Here I ſhall not be "anxious a- 
bout the numbring of the 10 Tribes. 
Whither after their firſt ſeceſſion 


'from the houſe of David, part of. 


them did remain with Fadah, that 
is, whether Simeon and Dan ( whoſe 
Lands were parcelled out of the 
orcat territory of Fadah, and lay 
Weſt of that Tribe towards the 
midland Sea) did continue within 
the bounds of the Kingdom of 
Fudah. 

As to that, we muſt hercin ac- 
quieſce, that holy - Scripture tells 
us 
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us that 10 Tribes did revolt from 


Rehoboam, the Son of Solomon , 3'> 35+ 


though its certain, that ſeveral out 
of all the Tribes of 1/racl, came up 
after the Prieſts to ſacrifice to the 
Lord God of their Fathers at 7e- 
ruſalem, and *tis very probable 
from their religious inclination ts 
pure worſhip, and the hazard of 
returning, that many might fit 
down and live under the domini- 
on of Zudah. We ſhall then take 
in the whole Kingdom of Sam2r1a, 


or as commonly called, the King-- 


dom of J/rael , -under the name: 
and title of the 10 Tribes in this 
diſquiſition ; becauſe made up of far 
the greater part of-both- the Tribes 
and people, and alſo the quantity 
of Land and poſſeſſions, This 
Kingdom firſt - raiſed to that di- 
ſtin& ſtate and dignity by  Ferobo- 
am Son of Nebat, was cituate' in 
the North of Fudah, and had at 
firſt Shechem for the Royal Citv, 
Then Tirzah,and laſtly Samar:-

In the fiſt place let's enquire, 
WEi-. 
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whither theſe 10 Tribes were car- 
ried Captive. 

For anſwer to this query, we 
find in ſacred Page that the Land 
of Iſrael, was thrice aſſaulted by 
the Aſſyrian Emperors. 

The iſt. impreſs made upon that 
Country , was by Pul, poſlibly 
Sardanapaliz, as might be ſpoken 
to inreference to Nineve, and Scrip- 
ture Chronology. This was acted 
in the Reign of Menahem , who 
payd to him a 1000 Talents of 
Silver, and diverted him. from any 
further attempts, only that the 
rod of Gods anger was ſhaken 0- 
ver the Land. 

The Second inrode was perfor- 

Digloth med by T:glath-Peleſer, who ſeems 
Tizr i. to be the ſame with Beleſis the 
iſt. King of the Aſyrians after 
the revolt of the edes. This 
Prince took many of their Cities, 
and conquered Gilead and Gali- +

29% and carried the People Captive to Al- 
fyria.

Hara, and to the River Gozan. So 
that in the Book of Kings we find

As for the 2 Tribes which were 
ſcattered by Tus, Hadrian and 0- 
thers of the Romans, being not my 
deſign, I ſhall onely remember that 
they are well known in moſt parts of 
the World, ſcarce a territory in 
Exrope, but affords many.

3. Queſtion, whether the ten Tribes 
ſhall return out of their diſper ſion ? 


To which I reply, that I am ful- 
ly per{waded that the reduRtion of 
the ten Tribes from their great 
and ancient diſperſion to their own 
Land is a Scripture truth though 
not yet accompliſhed, in evidence 
whereto I ſhall give in feveral ar- 
guments from the ſacred records. 

1. They are prophecied to return ,, ,,, 
out of their diſperſion aſter the ma- 
nifeftation of the Adeſſiah. The 
Pſalmiſt having ſung the alcenſi- 7/. 68.18. 
on of Chrift then treats of his 
wounding the head- of his enemies, 
and bringing his people —_— v.22, 
Baſhan , and again from the depths 
of the Sea, 5. e. as in the _—_— 

The Prophet Jſaiab having ſpoken of 7[, 11, 1, 
Chriſts coming forth of the Srem of 

Feſſe, declares that.when the Genrles v. 10. 
ſhall have been converted, then the 

Lord will ſet his hand again the ſe- %- 11- 


condtime to recover the remnant of bus 
people

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people and that-not of Judah one- 
ly, for Ephraim 4.e. The ten Tribes 
muſt be reſtored, and the Out- 
caſts of ſracl , -and the two King- 
doms ſhall envy. one another no 
more, and this aſcenſion muſt be as 
when J/rael came up out of the 
Land of egypt, 5. e. when all the 
12 Tribes came out of that anci- 
ent bondage. - 

But not to tranſcribe any more, 
I deſire to refer- the ſtudious in 
theſe Prophecies to Scriptures of 
the like Analogy, as 1/as. 49. 6, 
and 60. 21. Fer. 35. 3. and 33.15. 
and 50. 19. Ezck. 37. 21. Ho. 2: 
19. and 3.5. Foel 3.1. 10. Amos

manifeſtly exhibit this . truth, that 
the return of 1/rael is to be per- 
formed after our bleſſed Lords In- 
carnation, - and after the great Con- 
verſion of the. Gentiles is accom- 
pliſhed; but: the Tribes of - 1ſrael 
never returned out of their various 
diſperſions fince the manifeſtation 
of our bleſſed Saviour, and there-

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braham remains yet to be fulfilled. 
Wherefore whatever parcels of 
thoſe Tribes might come up out of 
Media at the return of Fudahb, 
from the Babylonian Captivity, doth 
no ways arife to the dignity and 
luſtre of thoſe prohecies, , which 
are connext with the glorious days 
of the Meſſiah. 
2. Theſe Tribes are to return 2- 48+ 
with a conyerſion to , the Meſſiah 
and his Law. To this point the 
Prophet Hoſea ſpeakes expreſly as 
to the Children of 1ſrael; in gene- 
ral that after their rejeftion ſor R 
their ſpiritual whoredome they ſhall mg I. $68 
become the Sons of the living God * 
and that the Children of 7«aa and 
Iſrael, ſhall be gathered together 
and appoint themſelves one head 
and ſhall come up out of the Land, 
4,e. of their diſperſion. This re-

3. The Tribes of 1/rael are to 
return into their own Land, at, or 
about the time of the Deſtruction 
of Gog and Magog in Ezekiel.

I ſhall for a Coron;s to the forefaid 
deduRions, preſent ſome Srciptures 
of the Old and New Teſtament in 
their orderly {ſeries , refleQing 
ftrongly upon this Truth , which - 
would require ſome Interpretation, 
and then might lye fair for applicati-

ral conſent of the Primitive Saints | 


and Churches, and the confeſſhons 
of the Reformed Countries; and 
therefore they ſhould be tender of 
being overpolitive. Its good to be 
very modeft in a caſe when perſons 
diffenc fromthe Body of the Church 
of Chriſt in all Ages : fince-*tis far 
more probable, that the Spirit of 
God doth inffuence and- guide the 
whole Flock of Martyrs, Confeffors 
and holy Teachers, rather than 
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oppoſite to. the general ſenſe of 
Gods holy People, that have oppo- 
led the falſe Antichriftian Syna- 
g0pue in their Generations. 

I might therefore refer to the 
ancient and modern writings on this 
SubjeR, and intreat them to conſt- 
der the 8 arguments which | have 
urged from Scripture.

from what hope to ſpeak as to the 
diſtin time of 7/-4aels Deliverance 
before the cloſe of this Tratt. 


7. We may infer this National 
Reſtitution of Iſrael, from: thoſe 
Texts which mention many diſtin& 
places of their ſcatterings, as in E- 
lam or Perſia, in Aſſyria, Faranand 
the Iſlands, &c. trom whence as 
from all Quarters of the Earth they 
ſhall be reduced to their own Land. 
Now it ſeems very incongruous to 
__ a myſtical denomination to 
thole Countrics and Cities of thejr 
various diſperſions. Such ſtrange 
and wonderful ſcatterings, as they, 
verify the ancient Prophecies; 10 
have they - happened to no other 
Nation under the whole Heaven 
that we can evidence: wherefore 
from all theſe conſiderations it ſeems 
very proper that there is ſome great 
and ſpecial glory, both in ſpiritual 
and temporal concernments, which 


ſhall accrue to National 1/rael, i» 
the 
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the latter days, beyond the glory of _Y- 
their Anceſtors. Wherefore ſome ;; *** 
have made this as unto the Jews 
a notable mark, ſince they are by 
divine Providence kept diſtin& from \,** 
all other Nations in the midſt of 
their diſperſions. This Nation ſhall 
not paſs away, but is preſerved un- 
der ſome notable. deſign of God 10. 
for their good and. welfare #n the 
latter day: for though their ſtrange , 
and admirable difjoyntings and dif- 
_—_— ly incumbent as a pre- 
ſent curfe npon them; yet ſhall it 
in theend be turned into a glorious 
bleſſing. At which time when the 
Lord ſhall have formed his work 
upon Zn, and delivered the Gen- 
tile Churches into their glorious 
liberty, and reſtored 1/rae! to their 
own Land, to worſhip ur bleſſed 
Lord ,according to his Goſpel In- 
ſtirutions in Emanuel's Land, then 
will the times of bleſſedneſy ſhine 
forth in their radiant luſtre, pro- 
pheſied of by holy Doniel the man Dar. 12, 
of deſires, and thofe 1090 years fe- 
licity to the Church treated of by 
the beloved Diſciple. PR 
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Of theſe bleſſed times the Primi- 
tive Church had great and il}uſtri- 
ous knowledge, as being near to the 
Apoſtolical times and information.

By theſe Citations (and others 
that might be produced) we may 
ckearly perceive that wwultitudes of. 
holy and learned Perſons. in Aſa, 
Europe an1 Africa entertained this 
Dottrine for Scripture truth in the 
Apoſtolical and purer. Age of the 
Church. But as the Man of Sin did 
gradually-aſcend the Chair of In- 
fallible lniquity : So among other 
bleſſed truths this alſo containing an 
illuſtriousBranch of Chriſt's Kingl 
Office wasdaily-negleRed, lighted, 
oppreſſed, and almoſt extinguiſhed 
by the ſnoaky fumes of the Bottom- 
leſs Pit, yea, at laſt they came to 
that heigth, that Pope Leo the toth 
in the 19th Seſſion of his Lateran 
Council Decreed : That noxe ſhould 
preſume (among other things) 40 
preach of, or aſſert the commg af 
Antichriſt, leſt that grand Jmpo- 
ſture ſhould be more diſcovered. 

But his own Canon Law hath 
lighted ſuch a Torch to reveal and 
dete@ him to the World, that all

As to this point I ſhall defire to 
proceed with all tendernets, rnode- 
ſy and fobriety : both in reſpect un- 
to the Judicious in preceding Apes, 
as likewiſe to the obſcurity of Pro- 
pherical Scriptures, and alſo as to 
carnal Mockers, that cry out like 
them in Peter, Where 1s the Poomiſe 
of bis Coming ?

not far off. Let it ſuffice to give 
in ſome general notes and refle&i- 
ons on what Scripture hath hinted, 
for exerciſe of induſtry and medita- 
tion. 

1. The firſt more general note 
of the time, may be gathered from 
the deſtrution of the Txrk; who 
by ſome learncd Expolitors is 
thought to be ſignified by the ſe- 
cond Wo-Trumpet.
